Tho  total  of  126  is  aloout  a quarter  the  corresponding 
figure  for  the  previous  yoarc  It  should  he  noted  that  Whooping 
Cough,  with  63  notifications,  accounted  for  half  of  this 
figure.  This  disease  is  frequently  followed  hy  complications 
affecting  the  respiratory  system,  which  cause  considerable  ill 
health,  especially  during  school  life  and  which  require  prolonged 
treatment  before  cure  is  effected,.. 

It  is  now  possible  to  imiminise  children  against 
whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  at  the  same  time,  although 
research  is  still  being  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  to  detorraine  the  most  efficacj.ous  vaccine  against 
whooping  cough,  and  preliminary  reports  are  most  oncouraging. 

A considerable  reduction  in  the  incid.ence  of  whooping  cough 
would  be  a major  ad'^.vuice  in  the  field  of  preventive  medicine < 


Infantile  Paralysis . 

Although  there  was  a moderate  incideice  of  infantile 
paralysis  in  Somerset,  only  one  case  was  notified  in  the 
Brid.gjwater  Rural  District,  and  this  v/as  a case  most  likely 
infected  before  arrival  in  the  District,

The  proportion  of  the  population  vaccinated  against 
smallpox  has  fallen  very  considerably  since  the  inception  of 
the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946,  v/hich  repealed  compulsory 
vaccination.  This  trend  is  to  be  regretted,  as  due  to  the 
increased  facilities  for  international  travelling,  the  risk  of 
importation  of  the  disease  is  greater,  and  all  parents  are 
advised  to  have  their  children  vaccinated,  preferably  at  about 
the  ago  of  4 months. 


Tuberculosis , 


There  wore  23  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
notified  during  the  year.  This  figure  for  respiratory  cases 
is  the  same  as  the  px^evious  year.

Staff, 

No  alterations  affecting  the  staff  of  the  Department 
took  place  during  the  year,  and  the  staff  remains  at  one 
Junior  Assistant  below  the  approved  establishment. 

The  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  continues  to  assist 
the  Engineer's  staff  as  required  in  the  inspection  of  property 
under  the  Building  Byelavfs,  in  accordance  with  the  Council's 
instructions. 


Complaints  and  Nuisances, 

The  number  of  complaints  investigated  during  the 
year  was  1U9  a decrease  of  17  on  the  previous  year.  In 
most  cases  nuisances  were  abated  as  a result  of  informal 
action  and  it  vms  only  found  necessary  to  serve  U Abatement 
Notices,  On  inspection  a number  of  complaints  vi/'ere  found 
to  be  not  justified  and  no  further  action  was  taken  in  regard 
to  them. 


Of  the  nuisances  found,  11?  were  abated  during  the 
year.  Difficulty  was  again  experienced  in  securing  compliance 
with  informal  and  statutory  notices  to  abate  nuisances,  reasons 
given  being  the  high  cost  of  work  and  the  low  rents  received 
from  cottage  property.  The  number  of  visits  made  in  eonnection 
with  nuisances  was  334, 


Water  Supply, 

Samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  examination 
were  taken  from  the  five  sources  of  supply  controlled  by  the 
Council  at  monthly  intervals  during  the  year,  and  additional 
samples  were  obtained  as  found  necessary, 

A total  of  98  visits  v/ere  made  in  connection  with 
water  supply  during  the  year. 
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Housing 


The  number  of  inspections  carried  out  under  the 
Housing  Acts  was  105;  10  houses  v/ere  represented  as  unfit 

for  habitation  and  incapable  of  being  rendered  fit  at  a 
reasonable  cost  and  three  Demolition  Orders  v/ere  made  by  the 
Council,  In  3 cases  the  Council  agreed  to  accept  undertakings 
from  owners  to  carry  out  approved  works  v/ithin  a stipulated 
time,  and  in  2 cases  undertakings  which  had  been  previously 
accepted  were  fulfilledo  4 houses,  the  subject  of  Demolition 
Orders,  were  demolished  during  the  year,  and  three  houses  on 
which  Demolition  Orders  had  been  made  were,  with  the  Council's 
permission,  converted  into  stores. 

By  reason  of  the  acute  housing  shortage  the  Council 
are  extremely  reluctant  to  make  Demolition  Orders  and  only 
do  so  after  the  owner  has  been  given  every  opportunity  to  put 
forward  an  acceptable  list  of  works  which  he  is  prepared  to 
carry  out.  There  is,  however,  a danger  in  accepting  works 
to  a very  low  standard,  which  the  Council  have  been  doing 
during  the  past  fev/  years,  and  it  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  after  an  undertaking  has  been  accepted  and  the  agreed 
work  carried  out  the  house  must  be  considered  as  fit  for 
human  habitation  and  likely  to  remain  so  fit  for  a period 
of  years,  given  reasonable  maintenance.  In  the  course  of 
time  further  defects  to  old  properties  are  certain  to  arise  and 
it  is  important  to  anticipate  these  as  far  as  possible  in  con- 
sidering lists  of  works,  A reasonably  high  standard  should 
therefore  be  required  in  order  to  avoid  the  d.ifficult  position 
which  would  arise  if  an  owner  had  to  be  required  to  carry  out 
further  work  after  only  a short  period  had  elapsed  from  the 
reconditioning  of  a house. 

The  high  cost  of  build.ing  work  is  still  one  of  the 
greatest  difficulties  encountered  in  getting  repairs  and 
improvements  to  property  carried  out. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  Council  houses  being 
built  is  having  a slow  but  appreciable  effecj;  in  reducing  the 
number  of  cases  of  families  in  urgent  need  of  accommodation, 
although  there  are  a considerable  number  of  families  still  in 
need  of  improved  accommodation  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  they 
are  living  in  insanitary  houses  or  in  overcrowded  conditions. 

The  relief  of  these  cases  must  inevitably  be  a slow  process, 
and  will  be  rendered  more  difficult  by  the  reluctance  of  some 
tenants  of  insanitary  but  low  rented  houses  to  transfer  to 
hygienic  but  more  expensive  Council  houses. 

It  is,  of  course,  a statutory  duty  to  allocate  Council 
houses  to  families  in  the  greatest  need,  and  it  is  submitted 
that  this  need  should  over-ride  all  other  considerations. 
Families  with  an  urgent  housing  need  should  have  full 
consideration  even  if  the  house  in  which  they  reside  is  not 
within  the  parish  in  v/hich  a vacant  Council  house  is  situated. 
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527  visits  were  made  during  the  year  in  regard  to 
the  reconditioning  and  alteration  of  existing  houses  and  the 
installation  of  ne\7  sanitary  fittingSo 

110  visits  were  made  to  houses  in  respect  to  which 
grants  were  made  under  the  Housing  ("Rural  Vi/orhers)  Acts  and 
the  Housing  (Hinancial  Provisions)  ActSo 


Overcrowding, 


Five  new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  discovered
